Fire Threatened Institution at 2,15 


A. M.—Inmates Driven From Beds- 
Quick Work of Fire Fighters Saved 
Building—Help Called From Lowell 


Three hundred inmates uf ihe

their lives and the destruction of the 
men's building in which they were 
early this morning'.'

MERCHANT 
MARINE BILL 


The merchant marine, hill of ihe Rdminislrnlion which would provide 


for u rchabilitiitcti system of tronsjioj-taliun between, (his country and 
iilt the ports of the world, holds tho centre o£ the political slKRfl and 
basks in the spot light of publicity. 
Ho persistent, so hitler mid so 


intensely selfish is the opposition to il in certain quarters Unit a flood 
of misrepresentation has been set in motion to place the motives of the 
ii.dministntlion in n dubious light and to create a feeling of apprehension 
in the minds of Ihc American public. 
Yet, never was them less cause 


for pnrlisau opposition. The government bill for Ihc restoration of. Ihe 
American mctclmnt marine seems the only possible solution of existing 
business problems, if tliis country is to take its rightful place per- 
manently among Ihc great commercial nations of tlic world. 


The fact that onr commerce has been conducted nlmosl entirely in 


foreign ships has been demonstrated as a result of I heir withdrawal due 
onpl.s lo 


to Ihc Knropean war. 
This ronflii'l has brought out our commercial 


helplessness on Ihe sea. 
The f(ucstion arises then,. 11 re we lo allow Ibis 


condition to continue or are we to assert our commercial independence 
of all the world by establishing a merchant marine at a time when we 
can do so to our own advantage? 
The alternative is to allow onr com- 


merce to languish unlil the Kiiropenn powers get ready to resume carry- 
-ing our products lo (lie ports of the world and to be at their mercy not 
only in business competition but parlicularly in lime of war. 
What, 


patriotic American citizen wants ibis nation lo remain in abject de- 
pendence upon foreign, and often it may be upon unfriendly powers in 
the all important matter of conducting onr commerce on the sens? 


The administration bill would provide for a quasi public corporation, 


part of the stock of which might be acquired by citizens while the govern- 
ment would have the controlling interest, and protect the stockholders 
from undue losses. 


The purpose of Ihe bill is to provide merchant ships and colliers 


which would prove adequate for our ocean freight needs at time of peace 
and 'serve as auxiliary cruisers and transports in time of war. 
The gov- 


ernment sees in the present situation an excellent opportunity to get 
boats :it bargain prices as il were. 
Their purchase would save millions 


sis'compared with the cosl of building new vessels, but il would save 
Vomethiug of far more importance which is time, and lime will not onl> 
determine the. winners of the war, but, it will decide what nation Avill hold 
the commercial supremacy of the future. 


It might be advanced in opposition to the idea of government conlro 


or 'ownership that .the merchant marine should be a private enterprise 
but this is not the time for theoretical discussion; and experience has 
proved the inability of onr private interests to cope with the situation 01 
it may he their unwillingness to do so. 
Our merchant marine has no 


prospered under private control because the government has not grantee 
fat subsidies in the manner ot other .governments. 
If -we are to have n 


merchant marine in the near future the government must cither gran 
such subsidies or establish a system under government ownership as 
proposed in this bill. Is it not better Unit the government should manage 
what il pays for rather than hint such a system over to a monopoly 
which would have, no desire other Hum (hat of self-aggrandizement'? 


By buying ships according to the terms of the government bill, tin 


country would achieve the 'results of live or ten years of shipbuildin 
and at a cost that would be no greater than that of a reasonable sub 
hidy. 
.If there is any economic, risk in the venture tho government ca 


seek redress in remedial legislation. 
Yet, the scheme is by no menu 


experimental, for the American line and the Red Star line are now doin 
what the government would do on a larger scale.

' .point. The only real question at issue is, whether the purchase is hon 


If the purchase of all ships to come under the American flag is i 
good faith and if the, operations of these vessels be held, subject to th 


• regulations of neutral shipping, we have nothing, to fear in a nation: 


sense. 
The ships of. neutrals may deliver non-contraband goods to a 


bnt:blockiulcd ports nt all times. Belligerents have a undisputed right t 
detain and search ships to a reasonably eslent. but if a neutral pow 
observe the international agreements, they may attend to their own con 
mercial problems in any wny they choose. 
Neutrals'even have a right to 


ship arms, ammunition, supplies and so on subject to the perils of the 
sea and at the risk of .the consignee. .Any neutral nation that ships 
contraband must take a chance of ils being delivered and has no redress 
i£ it be taken as a pri/.e of war. 
This point does not affect the govern- 


ment bill any more than it would afl'ect any merchant marine bill. 


Tf the United States had a government owned merchant marine at , 


the'present .time our ship.s could carry our products to the harbors of j 
the.world with vcrv little interference because even the belligerent powers | 
would respect our guarantee that we should not carry contraband of war. 


Another reason why the administration bill is desirable is this: The 


American government, or, more directly, American business, cannot gel 
American companies to take care of our exports ns matters now stand. 
We are almost wholly dependent on foreign vessels, even for our govern- 
ment service. II is certainly a most humiliating spectacle to sec the ships 
of this great nation having to stop in mid ocean lo coal up from foreign 
colliers. And if this nation is so dependent while at peace with all the 
TvorM, imagine what its condition would be if. it were engaged in a war 
with any of the great powers of Europe or with those of the Orient. | 
It is easy to sec where the present policy is liable lo land us. 
France 


cannot now attend to our foreign freight transportation because half of 


' it's merchant fleet is at war. 
England is in a like position. 
If Italy and 


Holland we're to get into the straggle, we'd be utterly helpless. 
Should 


this war spread as il may, and should our merchant marine situation 
remain as at present, we might ultimately find il impossible to send even 


our mails abroad.

ment mn*t take a hand in this shipping problem if wo are to profit by the 
importunities within our grasp. Hcpnlilioans do not seem to desire a busi- 
ness revival, say what they will. 
They arc putting political considera- 


tions nhcad of 'the business prosperity of the country. 
We cannot ycl 


forget their activity previous to the pas-sins; of the larifl hill and un- 
doubtedly tlic currency bill prevented recent activities of a like nature. 
President Wilson is not the type, of man to persist m a policy that would 
endanger the peace .of Hie country, and his insistence upon the nceesstty 
o£ the legislation proposed in Ihe bill, shows that he is sure of In* 
ground.

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MERCHANT 
MARINE 
BILL 


The merchant marine, bill of the administration which would provide 


for a 'rehabilitated system oC transportation between this country and 
all the ports of the world; holds the centre of the political slags and 
basks in the spot light of publicity. 
So persistent, so bitter and so 


intensely selfish is (he opposition to it in cerUin quarters that a flood 
of misrepresentation lias been set' in motion (o place the motives of the 
administration in a dubious li«)it and to create a feeling of apprehension 
in the minds of the American public. 
Yet. never was there less cause 


for partisan opposition. 
The government bill for the restoration o£ the 


American merchant marine seems the only possible solution of existing 
business problems, if this country is to lake its rightful place 
per- 


manently among the great commercial nations of the world. 


The fact that our commerce has been conduc-ted almost entirely in 


foreign ships has been demonstrated as a result of their withdrawal due 
to the European war. 
This conflict has brought out our 
commercial 


helplessness on the sea. 
The question arises then, arc we to allow this 


condition to continue or arc we to assert our commercial independence 
of all the world by establishing a merchant marine at a time when wo 
tan do so to our own advantage? 
The alternative is to allow our com- 


merce to languish until the European powers get ready to resume carry- 
ing our products to the ports of the world and to be at their mercy not 
only in business competition but particularly in time of war. 
What 


patriotic American 
citizen wants this nation to remain in abject de- 


pendence upon foreign, and often it may be upon unfriendly 
powers iti 


the all important matter of conducting our commerce on Ihe seas? 


The administration bill would provide for a quasi public corporation, 


part of the stock of which might be acquired by citizens while the govern- 
ment would have the controlling interest and protect the stockholders 


from undue losses. 


The purpose of the bill is to provide merchant ships and colliers 


which would prove adcquale for our ocean freight needs at time of peace 
and serve as auxiliary cruisers nnd transports in time of war. 
The gov- 


ernment sees in the present situation an excellent opportunity to get 
boats at bargain prices as it were. 
Their purchase would save millions 


as compared with the cost of building new vessels, but it would save 
something of far more importance which is time, and time will not only 
determine the winners ot the war, but it will decide what nation will hold 
the commercial supremacy o£ the future. 


• It might be advanced in opposition to the idea of government control 


or ownership lhat the merchant marine should be a private enterprise, 
but this is not the time for theoretical discussion; and experience has 
proved the inability of our private interests to copo with the situation or

it may be their unwillingness to do so. 
Our merchant marine has not

prospered tinder private control because the government has not granted

fat subsidies in the manner of.' other governments. 
If we are to have a 


merchant marine in the near future the government must either grant

MERCHANT 
MARINE BILL 


The merchant marina bill of tlio administration which would provide 


for a rehabilitated system o£ transportation 
between this country and 


all the ports of the world, holds the centre of the political stage and 
liaski in the spot light of publicity. 
So persistent, so hitler and-BO 


intensely selfish is the opposition to it in certain quarters that a flood 
of'misrepresentation lias been set in motion to place the motives of the 
administration in a dubious light and to create a feeling of apprehension 
in the minds oC the American public. 
Yet, never was there less cause 


fov partisan opposition. 
Tho government bill for Ihe.restoration of the 


American merchant marine seems the only possibrfe solution o£ existing 
business problems, 'if this country is to take'its rightful place per- 
manently among the great commercial nations of the world. 


The fact that our commerce has been conducted almost entirely in 


foreign ships has been demonstrated as a result of their withdrawal due 
to the European war. This conflict has brought out our commercial 
helplessness on tho sea. 
The question arises then, arc wo to allow Ihis 


condition to continue or are we to assert our commercial independence 
of all the world by establishing a merchant marine at a lime when we 
can do so to our own advantage1, 
The alternative is to allow our com- 


merce to languish until the European powers get ready to resume carry- 
ing our products to the ports of ihc'world and to be al their mercy not 
only in business competition but particularly in time of war. 
\\hat 


patriotic American citizen wants this nation to remain in abject de- 
pendence upon foreign, and often it may be upon unfriendly powers in 
tho All important matter of conducting our commerce on the seas? 


The administration bill would provide for a quasi public corporation, 


•part of the stock of which might be acquired by citizens whilo the govern- 
ment, would have the controlling interest and protect the 
stockholders 


from undue losses. 
... 


The purpose of the bill is to provide merchant ships nnd colliers 


which would prove adequate for our ocean freight needs at time of peace 
and serve as auxiliary cruisers and transports in time of war. 
Ihe gov- 


ernment sees in (he present situation an excellent opportunity to get 
•boats at bargain prices as it were. Their purchase would save millions 
as compared with the cost of building new vessels, hut it would save 
something of far more importance which is time, and time will not orJy 
determine the winners of the war, but it will decide what nation will hold 
the commercial supremacy of the future. 


-It mi-Hit be advanced in opposition to the idea of government control 


' 
or ownership that the merchant marine should be a private enterprise, 
but this is not the lime for theoretical discussion; and experience has 
proved the'inability of our private interests to cope with the situation or 
it may be their unwillingness to do so. 
Our merchant marine has not 


prospered under private control because the government has not granted 
fat subsidies in the manner of other governments. If we are to have a 
merchant marine in the near future the government must either grant 


' 
such subsidies or establish a system under government ownership as 
proposed in this bill. Ts it not better that (he government should manage 
what it pays for rather than turn such a system over lo a monopoly 
which would have no desire other than that of self-aggrandizemen ? 


Bv buying ships according lo the terms of the government bill, his 


' 
country would achieve the results of five or ten years of 
shipbuilding 


and at a cost that would be no greater than that of,a reasonable sub- 
sidy 
If there is'any economic risk in the venture the government can 


• 
=eek redress in remedial legislation. 
Yet, the scheme is by no means 


experimental, for the American line and the Red Star line are now doing

with a Sun reporter this morning said 
there was no danger of the floor cav- 
ing in for the supports or beams are- 
held by strong steel trusses which ex- 
tend the whole height of the building. 


Chairman Tlvnan of the trustees In 


charge of the Institution, whose home 
Is In Salem, was notified of the fire by 
telephone this morning and he arrived 
at the infirmary shortly after 9 o'clock. 
He conducted a thorough Investigation 
of the fire and the damage In order to 
make his official report to the stato 
board, and at the close of his Inspec- 
tion ha complimented Dr. Nichols and 
Dr. Pierce on the efficiency of tho flra 
department as well as tha successful 
result of tha flre drill. 


He said it Is no easy task to lead 


300 men from a burning building at 2 
o'clock in the morning,- especially when 
the thermometer registers below zero, 
without even the slightest sign of a 
panic, and ho said those In charge of 
the Institution deserve felicitations for 
the way the efficient work was carried 
out. 


A large gang,oftmen were employed 


this forenoon In cleaning out the place. 
The water was swept cut of the build- 
Ing, while tha burned 
clothing

placed In large aulomoblle trucks and 
conveyed to tho dump. Repairs on tha 
damaged building will ba started at 
once and It will be. but a. short time
